GOING ON TO PLYMOUTH 


Lieut. Com. Albert C. Read and Party 
Make Last Leg of the Journey

Washington. May 28.—The United 
States navy seaplane NIM, blazing 
the way of th* first air trail from tho 
W estern to the Eastern hemisphere, 
under Lieut. Com. Albert 
C. 
Head. 
swept into the harbor 
at 
Lisbon, 
Portugal. 
It was the tlrst airship of 
any kind to cross the Atlantic under 
its own power. 
Taking the air at Homa Delgada, 
Azores, at 6:IS a. rn., W ashington 
time, on the last leg of the tran s­ 
oceanic portion of the voyage from 
Rockaway 
Beach, 
Long 
island, 
to 
Plymouth, England, the NC-4 covered 
the SOU miles in 0 hours and 43 m in­ 
utes. maintaining an average speed of 
better than SO knots an hour. 
The to­ 
tal elapsed flying time from Newfound­ 
land to Lisbon was 26. hours and 41 
min utes. 
At the first opportunity, the big 
plane will continue to Plymouth. 775 
nautical miles to the north. 
The great object of all effort lavished 
on the undertaking—navigation of a 
seaplane across the Atlantic through 
the air 
has been accomplished. Twen­ 
tieth 
Century 
transportation 
has 
reached a new pinnacle and the Unit­ 
ed States navy has led the way. 
Plans Work Out Like a Machine. 
Naval officials emphasized that the 
long delay at the Azores was due to 
the weather aud to no weakness of 
the machine or its daring crew, nor 
to any failure of the carefully laid 
plans of the departm ent to guide the 
fliers to their destination. 
The 14 de­ 
stroyers strung from Poe ta Delgada to 
Lisbon reported with machine like pre­ 
cision today as the flight progressed. 
The plane ne**er was ofT its course and 
there was no moment whenvotticiais in 
Washington did not know to within a 
few miles where it was In the air. 
To maintain adequate communica­ 
tion for this stage of the journey the 
destroyers stuck to their posts after 
the (lying boat had passed, relaying 
back to Punta Delgada reports from 
ships further eastward.

In paragraphs of such letter Mr. 
LaBar stated: 
“We here in Br..Bi*
